Rush was physician-general of I 
the revolutionary army also. 
He prac* 
Heed his profession in 
Philadelphia 
and during the yellow fever epidemic 
there in 1783 he 
treated

fully and it has been estimated (hat 
he saved from death no less than 
6,000 persons. 
He was a firm supporter of the fed­ 
eral constitution and

letter is 
chiefly about that subject, 
He says: 
“It Is true France has done wonders 
for us.

Treasure hunters are now seeking 
the $80,000 copper cargo that went 
down with the steamer Pewabic in a 
collision with the Meteor In August.

to recover lier cargo. The new attempt 
Is being made by a New York syndi­ 
cate. which has perfected a diving rig 
that they declare will withstand the 
water pressure at the depth at which 
the treasure lies.

THE BRIDGEW ATER CANAL CROSSING MANCI!ESTER SH IP CANAL. 


The Mane'heater ship canal, a r» markable feat of engineering, presents, 
perhaps, no more curious feature than the Barton aqueduct, which is here il­ 
lustrated. 
By means of this the old Bridgewater canal is carried across the 
more modern ship canal. 
The aqueduct, which Weighs 14.000 tons, has a 
water-tight gate at either end. 
These gates are closed when It Is necessary 
to make way for a vessel on the canal below, and the aqueduct Is swung 
aside oil a pivot, th** water on its top being held, as it were, In a tank, two 
waits of which arc forme*) by Hie water-tight gates. 
The Manchester ship 
canal, which gi\**s access for scu-golpg vessels, was begun in 1887, and was 
opened oil th** first day of 1894. 
It starts at Eastham, on the left bank of 
the Mersey estuary, some four miles above Birkenhead. 
It has a breadth of 
172 feet at the surface and 120 feet at th.* bottom, and a depth of twenty six 
feet. 
That Is being increased by tw’o feet.

In regards to the West Point 
treason Petit wrote: 
“I cannot say that Gen. 
Arnold’s 
treason, so far as respects his turn­ 
ing tory and deserting the American 
cause, was any g n a t surprise to me. 
The constant aud uniform tenor of his 
conduct in this city looked strongly 
that way, and the court he paid to 
the tories was too plain and evident 
and too universal to arise from any 
other motive than Hie 
laying of a 
foundation for joining them at some 
day or other, but the magnitude of 
his treason and the extent of 
his 
plan, 
I 
must confess, 
startle 
and 
amaze me: 
I could 
scarcely have 
conceived 
that the pride of an ambi­ 
tious man and that sense of honor, or 
at least the pretension to It, which 
every man of station thinks himself 
bound to wear the 
appearance 
of, 
whether he really 
feels 
it or not, 
would have prevented a man of his 
situation to rush at once Into a vil- 
lainty so atrocious and degrading to 
human nature. 
But he seems to have 
been determined not to be a little vil­ 
lain. 
Nothing short of 
the highest 
rate could satisfy him, and In this he 
has shown his courage, 
though his 
plan has failed. 
I shall at present 
add only one reflection uj)on this af­ 
fair, and that is that I consider it 
as a public benefit not only that the 
plot has been so seasonably discover­ 
ed, but that the attempt 
has been 
made.”

Petit 
says: 
“The 
Southern gentlemen particularly seem­ 
ed desirous that Gen. Greene should 
be appointed.

It is naturally those whose work 
teeps them in close contact with horses 
who are most in danger of glanders, 
and it has also been known to attack 
several members of a family where tin1 
father worked in a stable, and one 
case has be*-n reported where a wash­ 
erwoman caught it from infected cloth­ 
ing. 
Glanders may be either 
acute or 
chronic. 
There may be a slow succes­ 
sion of abscesses attacking the mus­ 
cles, or crawling along the lymphatic 
system for months. 
Hornet hues, after 
surgical treatment, these abscesses will 
heal, and there will be no further 
symptoms; sometimes a slow chronic 
case will suddenly burst out into a 
violent acute one, and death ensue. 
Other cases are acute from the first, 
and may be mistaken for blood-poison­ 
ing from some other cause, or for an 
acute specific fever until the terrible 
eruption appears, too late for any treat­ 
ment to tie of avail. 
As to the treatment, there is little 
that Is cheerful to be said. 
Thorough 
cutting out of the local sore is the 
one and only thing on which to pin 
any faith. 
Attempts have been made 
to get an antitoxic serum, but so far 
these have not been successful. 
The best fight against glanders has 
been in the line of eradication of the 
disease by means of the mullein test 
on all suspicious animals. 
Any horse 
which reacts to this test is at once 
killed. 
In England it is now the rule 
that most of the large stables are reg­ 
ularly tested with mullein. 
Stablemen and all people working 
round horses should bo taught the val 
ue of cleanliness, and especially the 
need of great care when troubled with 
any abrasion of 
the 
skin or open 
wound, however small.

The raise in price, however, Is notice­ 
able also in the letters of distinguish­ 
ed persons of past generations. 
The 
autographs of the eminent men of the 
revolutionary period, for instance, are 
each season commanding higher fig­ 
ures. 
The latest sale at Anderson's of 
autographs furnishes proof of this up­ 
ward tendency of prices for important 
items, the New York Times says. 
It 
so happened that some of the inter­ 
esting letters had been sold only a 
few years ago in New York, Philadel­ 
phia or Boston.

to it the term “accessible.” 
It is a 
question of degree, for even this is 
remote and hard to reach at its best. 
Yet such a place as Great Bird Rock 
is one ef the seven wonders of 
the 
world, 
lf any one who truly loves 
wild nature desires a real and unique 
thrill, by all means he or she should 
somehow visit Great Bird Rock. 
It 
towers 
from 
a 
stormy, 
fog-begirt 
>eean, lonely, buffeted on every side, 
exposing its towering cliffs to the al­ 
most unremitted assaults of the ele­ 
ments. 
It has been my good fortune twice 
to visit this great castle of the birds. 
The first time we went in a schooner 
of goodly size, were left on the rock, 
and called for two days later. 
The 
next time, four years after, the vessel 
failed to keep the appointment, and, 
rather than give it up, we 
watched 
our chance and ran out from the Mag­ 
dalens in an open lobster boat. 
We 
were hurled ashore by the surf on the 
one bit of rocky beach under the cliff. 
Hurriedly hitching on the steam-winch 
tackle, we had the boat hoisted out of 
danger, and scrambled up the long 
ladder HO feet to the summit, where 
we were loyally cared for by the keep­ 
er and his family, who had received 
but one visitor since the previous No­ 
vember. 
On the sheer walls of this precipi­ 
tous island, on the many ledges, live 
some ten thousand 
sea 
birds. 
The 
sights are impressive beyond the pow­ 
er of any

PALACE OF EGYPTIAN KING. 


Donne of the Pharaoh llophrn. Con­ 
temporary of Jeremiah. 
The great result of the work of this 
year carried on at Memphis by Prof. 
Flinders Petrie under the auspices of 
the British School of Archaeology, has 
been the discovery 
of the palace ot 
King A pries, the Pharaoh Hophra of 
the Bible, who was contemporary with 
Jeremiah, B. C. 629-588, Zion’s Herald 
says. 
Hitherto no palace has been known 
in Egypt other than the tower at Me- 
dinet Habu and some portions of a 
rather earlier date. 
The palace was 
400 feet long and 200 feet, broad, with 
a middle court IOO feet square. 
It was 
adorned with painted 
columns forty 
feet high and s u rro u n d s with stone- 
lined walls fifteen feet thick. 
The ap­ 
proach to the palace led up through 
a large mass of buildings to a plat­ 
form at a height of about sixty feet 
above the plain. 
In the finns scale armor, hdtberto 
rarely found in Egypt, was discovered. 
Good bronze figures of the gods were 
also found. 
W hat rrof. 
Petrie de­ 
scribes as a supreme piece was th e 
fitting of a palanquin of solid silver, 
a pound in weight, decorated with a 
bust of Ilathor. with a gold face of 
finest workmanship 
of the 
time of 
A pries. 
The great gateway 
and 
immense 
walls descend deep into the mound, 
indicating that there lie ruins of suc­ 
cessive 
palaces built one 
over the 
other. 
Prof. Petrie prophesies that in 
six or eight years excavators might 
dig down to the earliest records of tho 
Egyptian kingdom.
